Seasonal Total Is 


Above Average For 
50-Year Period 


The beginning of the current month 
marked the close of an official “water 
year” and the beginning of a new table 
of precipitation. 

Total rainfall for the twelve months 
ended at midnight June 30 was 43.58 
inches, according to Adolph Martin, 
observer for the local P. G. & E. Com- 
pany-U. S. Weather Bureau co-op- 
erative station. 

This was more than three inches 
above the computed “normal” for 4 
fifty-year period, which is 40.46 inches. 

The total fell approximately seven 
inches short of the 50.72 inches record- 
ed during the previous year and given 
only 8.24 inches up to the beginning 
of the present calendar year with No- 
vember going rainless, an unusual cir- 
cumstance as will be observed in the 
accompanying table. 

The “normal” rainfall to January 1 
is 13.99 inches. 

The normal total of rainfall to Feb- 
,Tuary 1 is 21.4194 inches and this year

World Tongue 
Is Sought 


Common Language 
Declared Basis 
Of Real Peace 


LONDON (lP)—‘“Nothing will make 
more for world peace than a common 
language—a tongue that will enable 
ordinary folk of all nations to frater- 
ize with one another.” 

This assertion is made by Sir Ben- 
jamin Drage, business chief and tech- 
nical adviser, who has launched a cam- 
paign calling on the League of Nations 
to sponsor a universal language. 

“Daily we are physically brought 
nearer our fellow-men,” he said, “but 
the mental distance continues. A com- 
mon language will bring the world 
closer, mentally and morally. I am ap- 
pealing to the statesmen of the league 
to give this proposal their grave con- 
sideration.” 

Sir Benjamin said that the medium 
for a universal language was a matter 
of indifference to him. It might be 
Esperanto, Ido, Basic English or an 
entirely new language created by ex- 
perts appointed by the league. 

Whatever medium was chosen, the 
universal language would have to be 
taught compulsorily in all schools of 
the 52 league countries. Newspapers 
would be asked to print columns or sec- 
tions in the universal language. Soon 
all countries, whether in the league or 
not, would be bound, from commercial 
interests alone, to adopt it. 

“At present language is a bar to mu- 
tual understanding,” he declared. ‘““The 
curse of Babel is upon us yet. The 
solution lies in a common tongue.”’

TREAT SHEEP NOW 
FOR INTERNAL 
PARASITES 


The Farm Advisor this week released 
the following bulletin on the control 
of parasites in sheep: 

Many sheep that apparently nave 
sufficient feed lose weight rapidly after 
the range commences to dry. In many 
cases the wool slips off before shearing 
time and difficulties are encountered 
in breeding and lambing. This may be 
due to lack of proper balance in feeds 
and minerals but in many cases is due 
to an infestation of internal parasites, 
such as stomach worms, round worms, 
tape worms, liver flukes, etc. 

Where. sheep are ranged in the same 
pasture year after year these parasites 
tend to build up in numbers and the 
sheep become more severely affected 
than where pastures are changed dur- 
ing parts of the year. Many of these 
internal parasites are very small and 
hard to find. They are on the inside 
of the stomach and the intestines. Not 
only do they utilize the digested foods, 
but they set up irritations in the lin- 
ing of the intestines and stomach pre- 
venting the normal] absorption of the 
digested foods. 

In the opinion of Dr. Roy Mills, vet- 
erinarian of the state department of 
agriculture, practically 100 per cent of 
the farm flocks of sheep that remain 
on the same pasture throughout the 
year are more or less severly infested 
with these parasites. 

There have been only a few cases of 
liver fluke in El Dorado County. These 
have occurred when marshy land was 
in the pasture. Treating of the 
marshy land and water courses in the 
pasture with copper sulphate will us- 
ually kill the snails that act as hosts 
to the young flukes during a certain 
period of their life cycle. Without 
these snails the liver fluke cannot ex- 
ist. 

Where tape worms are present the 
use of a copper sulphate and nicotine 
solution given to the sheep as a drench 
tends to keep this parasite under con- 
trol. For the other forms of internal 
parasites Nema capsules are usually 
effective. 

Authorities consider the late spring 
and early summer as the best time to 
treat sheep for internal parasites. The 
parasites that are expelled from the 
sheep are more apt to be killed by the 
hot sun. In addition, after the sheep 
have been rid of the internal parasites 
they are able to maintain better flesh 
on the poorer grade of feed that is 
usually available on the dry ranges in 
the summer and fall.
